After we had been in Nertnbery ab- 
out. six weeks, the ordér came for ull 
the English to be transferred to Bay- 
touth. Therefore on the 28th day of 

February, 1918, we were allsnarched 

down to the station amd put on the 
train. Arriving at Bayrouth the 
same aftetnoon we detained ard 
marched to the camp, a distance of 
about two miles.  Atriving there we 
found things none to cosy, The camp. 
was not nearly as good as Nurnburg, 
there were no lights, the sanitary con- | 
ditions were bad, there were no roads | 
in the camp, and it rained alot, the 
| mud was very deep, The huts were 
_ overcrowded ‘iid uriclegn, and 
some of them leaked. The,beds were 
about the same here as they were at 
Nurnberg, and the food was worse, if 
| that were possible. We had two par- 
| ades a day to be counted, wd fatig- 
ues were picked out, otherwise, things 
; were much the same hs at the form- 
‘er camp. 
; We used to hold a concert every 
Saturday evening in one, of the huis, 
everyone who could sing, or recite, or 
do anything, contributed to the pro- : 
|; @ramme. We also used to have a} 
service on Sundays, Mr. West, a young 
English fellow who had been studying | 
for the church previous to joining tie | 
| army, had got permission to hold sez- 
vices in the camp. 

The Italians and Russians in this 
camp were in very bad shape, as rc- 
gards food and clothing. There were 
a great many Italians here who had 
been captured late in 1917, and they 
were still wearing the same clothes 
that they had had when they were 
captured. They received no food paz- 
cels from Italy, and so were depend- 
ent upon Jerry for all they got to eat, 
It. was a common thing to see them 
| digging in the ground for worms, ant 
if they could find any potato peelings 
around, they were considered a luxury. |

. All the time I was*in the camp, I 
had to go every two or three days and 
have my wound dressed.

Gréat was the rejoicing whei 
the news wes received, by the priso’ 
ers and even the Germans themsel 
es were as gald as if they had actual} 
ly won the war. We had a concert 
among ourselves that evening, “At 
the finish the French sang the Mar, 
saillais and we English not to be 
outdone rendered ‘God Save the King.” 
I may say that if we had dared io 
do such a thing ‘say eight montis 
previous we would have _ probably 
been shot for our pains. 

Our only thought now was how 
soon we would be released, but were 
destined to have a while yet in ous, 
present abodes.

returned now, and took charge of the 
hospital again, He was surprised to 
see me still with my leg unhealed. 
He had me down to the dressing sta- 
tion a day or so after this to, exam-- 
ine my leg, He took a probe and 
und started to prebe the wound. The 
very first thing he ran onto was the 
bullet, it had evidently moved, and 


! after all this time, hé just happenea 


to,run the probe on it. He had main- 


_ tained right along that there was no- 


thing in my leg, and that it was just 
a running wound. He soon removed 
it, and although it was a painful op- 


| eration, while it lasted, I was heart- 
ily glad to have it out at last, and he 


also was as pleased at finding it as if 
it had been in his own body. He told 
me the wound would heal if three 
weeks or thereabouts. He was ‘right. 
Three weeks later I was in a French 
hospital in southern France and it was 


well. My leg was very weak and J 


| had to walk with a stick. 


We spent a quiet Gmas at Bayreuth 
but we had plenty to eat, quite a diff- 
erence to the first Xmas, inTournai 
Belgium, where we feasted on mangie 
soup, Finally on Monday, Decem- 
ber 30th, the French ran a Red Caps 
train in through Switzerland to clear 
their own wounded out and having 


/some room left in the train they fili- 


ed up with English, On the first of 
January, 1919 we passed out of Ger- 
many into Switzerland and we were 
Prisoners ho longer.

This closes the honors list except. in 
$0 far-as concerns..the..Afghan: war, 
the frontiers of India, Mesopotamia, 
or operations elsewhere since the ar- 
mistice. Of the honors conferred be- 
tween August, 1914 and’ February, 
4, 1920, exclusive of those conferred 
{by the Royal Air Force, 239,126 were 
awarded ‘for services in ‘the field and 
15,032 for other services connected 
with the war, making a: total of 254, 


These include 6,588 honord™to the 
Indian Forces, The honors conferred 
on British Forces include 578 V. C."s, 
two with bars, 8,970 D. S. O.'s, 705 
with one bar, 71 with two, and seven 
\with three bars, and’ 37,018 M.C,'s 
2,952 with one bar, 167 with two, and 
four with three bars. The total num- 
ber of Officers and men who passed 
through the British Army during the 
war was approximately 6,000,000, and 
it is interesting to note that in the 
South African War, when the total of 
troops in the field was 448,435, the 
number of honors confered was ap- 
proximately 3,717,
